Z O the firſt, Count of Eſte, and Marqueſs of Tuſcany. 
4 was the Emperor's Vicar in Italy, and died in the 
car 970. | 

To him ſucceeded Thibaut his Son, who by the Emperor 
Ocho was created Marqueſs of Eſte, being alſo Lord of Lucca, 
Cremona, Mantua, Ferrara, &c. and he dying in 976, was 
ſucceeded by Albert Azo his Brother; which Albert dying is 
995, was ſucceeded by Hugh his Son, whoſe Wife was Mary, 
Daughter to Theodatus Marquis of Parma, and by her he had 
Azo his Son and Heir. | 

Azo the 2d, who was the Founder of the Brunſwick Fa- 
mily, married Cunegunda, Siſter and Heireſs of Guelph the 
36, (of the Family of the ancient Guelphs) Earl of Altart, 
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Ravenſberg, and Duke of Carinthia, and by ker he hag 
Guelph the 2ſt, of Eſte, ſurnamed the Robuſt; which 
Guelph, in the Year 1071, was by the Emperor Henry IV, 
made Duke of Bavaria; and he marrying Judith, Daughter 
to Baldwin the 5th, (furnamed of Liſle) Earl of Flanders, and 
Widow of Toſto Earl of Kent, Brother to Harold King of 
England, by her left Iſſue two Sons, Guelph and Henry, 

Guelph the 2d, who, in the Year 1101, ſucceeded his 
Father, dying without Iſſue, Henry the xt, his Brother, 
call'd the Black, became Heir; and he dying in 1125, left 
Iiive by Wilfenden his Wife, Daughter to Magnus Billing, 
Duke of Eaſt-Saxony, Guelph, who ſcttled in Italy, and 
Henry the zd, called the Haughty. 


This Henry married Gertrude, Daughter to the Emperor | 


UNhar II. of whem he had the Inveſtiture of Bavaria, and 


a nerwards the Pukedem ef Sony; and dying about the 


Year 1179, was ſucceeded by Henry the 3d, tis Son, who 
vas called the Lion, and was one of the moſt powerful 
Princes in Germany. | 

He married Maud, Daughter to Henry II. King of Eng- 
tand, by whcſe Means he obtained the Earldems of Brunſ- 
wick-Lunenburgh ; and dying in the Year 1195, left Iſſue 
three Sons, whereof Otho was the 4th Emperor. of that 
Name, Henry was Count Palatine cf the, Rhine, by Means 
cf his Wife Agnes, and William was Duke of Brunſwick and 


Lunenburgh ; for it was then that his Brother Otho erected 


thoſe Lands into a Dukedom. 

This William the iſt, ſurnamed Longſword, ſucceeded hn 
Brother Otho, married Helenz, Daughter to Voldemar King 
of Denmark, and by her was Father of Otho, coiled the 
Yevng, who was Duke of Brunſwick and Lunenburgh ; and 
he dying in 1252, left Hue by Maud his Wife, Daughter to 
Albert Marquis of Brandenburg!), two Sens and four Daugh-

Of the Sons, Albert the eldeſt, call'd the Great, ſuc- 
cecded him; end Jolm, who was Duke of Lunenburgh, and 
ching in 1330, leſt Otho, who died without Iſſue, and 
Willam; which William alſo dying childieſs in 1365, gave 
His Eſtate to he Kiaſnen Magnus Jerqua tus.

This Magnus the 2d, who in 1362, ſucceeded his Father, 
marry'd Catharine, Daughter to Voldemar, Elector of Bran- 
denburgh 3 and he dying in 1373, by her left three Sons, 
whereof, Frederick was Duke of Brunſwick, and elected Em- 
yeror 3 but in the Year 1400, was murder'd at Friflar, by 
Cuunt Waldech; Bernard was Progenitor of the Dukes of 
L1n:nburgh; and Henry was Prince of Calemberg and Wolfen-

{Niece to the Royal Martyr, Siſter to the famous Prince Ru- 
pert, Couſin- German to the Kings Charles and James II. 
and their Royal Siſter, Mary Princeſs of Orange) by that Mar- 
ringe and his own Birth, he had in his Vcins ſome of all the 
Royal Blood of Europe. | 


Here it may not be improper to add the Pedigree of this 
great Princeſs Sephia, to ſhew the Affinity of the preſent 
Royal Family to the Welch Nation alſo. | 


Adwalader the laſt King of Britain, was ſurnam'd Bhendi- 

ged, or the Bleſſed ; he was the Son of King Cadwallan. 
(deſcended from Coel Godeboe, King of Britain) but had no 
cat Sway, the Saxons having eſtabliſhed ſeven Kingdoms in 
Britain, and obliged the Britains to retire, ſome beyond the 
Rivers Severn and Dee, and others into Cornwall and Little 
Britain, or Armorica, in France. 

Amongſt the Jatter went King Cadwalader, to his Couſin 
Alan II. then King of Little Brit in, and from thence in 680, 
o Rome, and died in 683, his Anceſtors having reign'd in 
Britain 1829 Years, 

When King Cadwalader retired to Rome, his Son Edwal 
Wyrch of the Roe, firſt King of Walcs, was very voung, and

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under the Tuition of Alan II. King of Little Britain above 
mention d; and this King Alan, having a Son named Ivor, to 
him Edwal reſign d the Kingdom. 

After the Death of Cadwalader, the ſaid Ivor, being 2ccom- 
pany d by his Coufin Edwal, came over from France, and 
routing the Saxons, poſſeſs d himſelf of the Counties of Corn- 
wall, Devon, and Somerſet, and then . Ethe lberga, 
Couſin to Kentwyn, King of the Weſt- Saxo; whoſe Nephew 
 Cadwall, reſign'd to Ivor the Kingdom, which he enjoy'd for 
fome Years, and then went to Rome. | 

This Ivor, who by ſome Hiſtorians was call'd Ina, began his 
Reign Anno 688, and in 727, refign'd to Adelard his Couſm, 

To Edwal Wrrch, or the Roe, firſt King of Wales, after 
hs Father's Retirement (and came over from France with his 
"Couſin Ivor as above mention'd) ſucceeded Roderick Malwynoc, 
who in 727, became King of Wales, and died in 755. | 

This Roderick, leaving two Sons, Conan, his Heir in the 


Kingdom, and Howel, the ſaid Howel took Anglefea from his 


Brother Conan, and afterwards had the Iſle of Man given him 
by Merfyn, for Life, and died in $25. | 
Conan, who was ſurnamed 'Tindaythwy, dying ig 13; left a 
Daughter named Efylht, who was his ſole Heir; and ſhe 
marrying Merfyn Frych, Son of Gwyryad, Son of Elidure, 
 lineally deſcended from Coel Godeboc, King of Britain, and 
of Neſta, Daughter of Cadelh ap Brochwel ap Elis, King of 
Powis, he in her Right became King of Man, and was alſo 


King of Wales; and dying in 843, by her left a Son who was 


called Roderick Mawt, or the Great King of Wales. 

This Roderick Mawr, marrying Angharad, Daughter and 
Heir to Meyric ap Dyfnwall ap Arthen ap Sitſylht, King of 
Cardigan, by her had three Sons, which were Anarawd Prince 
of North Wales, Cadelh Prince of South Wales, and Merfyn 
Prince of Powis ; which Merfyn loft his Principality to his 
Brother Cadelh, and was ſlain by the Danes, An. Dom. goo, 
leaving no Iſſue. | | 

' Anarawd, Brother to Merfyn, became Prince of North 
Wales, A. D. $77, and dying in 913, left two Sons, Edwal 
Foel Prince of North Wales, and Elis, who were both ſkin 


A. D. 940. by the Engliſh and Danes 3 but Edwal _ | 
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three Sons, Meyric, Jevat, and Jago, the latter, in 948, 
became Prince of North Wales jointly with his Brother Jevat, 
bot was expell'd by his Nephew Howel, which put an End 
to the Line of Jago. 

Jevaf (his Brother Meyric being ſet aſide by him and his 
Brother Jago, and impriſoned by his Nephew Howel) became 
prince of North Wales, ſucceeding Howel Dha, and to him 
in 972, ſucceeded Howel his Son, which Howel alſo ſucceeded 
kis Uncle lago; but in 984, was ſlain in a Battle with the 


Engliſh, and was ſucceeded in the Principality of North 


Wales, by his Brother named Cadwalhon. 

This Cadwalhon being ſlain in 985, by Meredith ap Owen, 
and dying without Iſſue, we return to Howel his Brother 
before mentioned, which Howel had a Son named Conan, 
but he being lain in the Year 1003, by Acdan ap Blegorad, 
who uſurped the Dominion of North Wales, afrer the Death 
of Edwal ap Meyric, and was ſlain by Lhewelyn ap Sitſylht, 
A. D. 1015, put an end to that Line; ſo that we return to 
Meyric, who was ſet aſide by his Brothers Jevaf and Jago, as 
above mentioned. | | 

This Meyric had a Scn named Edwal, who was Prince of 
North Wales, ſucceeding Meredith ap Owen A. D. 992; but 
ke being ſlain in a Battle with Harold the Dane, An. 1003, 
J:go his Son became Prince of North Wales, ſucceeding 
Lhewelyn ap Sitſylht, Anno 1021 ; but this Jago being ſlain 
by Gruffyth ap Lhewelyn, who ſucceeded him in 1037, Conan 
the Son of the ſaid Jago, warred with the ſaid Gruffydh ap 
Lhewelyn for the Principality of North Wales, and marrying 
Ranulph, Daughter to Alfred King of Dublin, by her had a 
Son named Gruffydh, who was Prince of North Wales, be 
locceeding Trahaern ap Caradoc, whom he ſlew in 1080. 

This Gruffydh married Angharad, Daughter to Owen ap 
Edwyn, which Owen rebelled againſt him, and invited the 


| Engliſh into Wales, who in 1097, appointed him Prince of 


the Country; but he ſoon loſing it, and dying in 1102, the 

lad Gruffydh, who married his Daughter, having a Son by 

her, and a Davghter named Gwenlhian ; the ſ:3d Daughter

Thie Owen had two Sons, and a Daughter named Cwen- 
Ikian, which Daughter was married to Owen Cyfcilioe, Lord 
of Powis, as hereafter wall appear, 

Oſ the beid two Sens of Owen Cwynech, Jorwerth 
Draynewn the eldeſt, was ſet aſide on account of his broken 
Noſe; and David his Brother, ſucceeding his Father Anno 
1170, was Prince of Nerth Wales; but he dying unmarried 
in 1195, Ltewelvn lis Nephew, the Son of Jorwerth his 
Prother, ſucceeded him, and was Prince of North Wales; 
und fon ster the Death of Gruffydh ap Rhys, Prince of 


South Wales, received Homage from his Son Rhys, and 


became Prince of all Wales. 

This Lewehn, who died in 1240, marned Joan, Dauęh- 
ter to John King cf Evgland, and by her had David bis Heir

Lavid, vin, in 1240, ſucceeced his Father, and wag

I's Moſt Sacred Maiefty Gerrge II. now King of Great 
Britain, who was ben on the zoth of October 1633, was 
in a Chapter hel at Kenſington on the 4th of April 1706, 
the gth of Queen Anne, elected a Knight of the Moſt Noble 
Order of the Garter ; and on the 22d of the ſame Month, 
Charles Montagu, L»:4 Halifux, and John Vanbrugh Eſc; 
Crencieux King of Arms, were commulion'd by his Majeſty 
to carty the Habit and Enſign? to Hanover, where on ou 
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ziſt of May, O. S. he received the Garter and leſſer 
George, as on Sunday Evening the ad of June, he was in- 
veſted with the whole Habit of the Order; and on the 
22d of December the ſame Year, was inſtall'd at Windſor. 

On the gth of November 1706, the 5th of Queen Anne,

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The ſaid John-Frederick, by his 2d Wife, Eleanora - Erd- 
muth-Louiſa, Daughter of John-George, Duke of Sax-Eiſe- 
nach, had a Daughter Wilhelmina-Charlotta, or Caroline, 
and a Son William- Frederick; he wa; born the 29th of De- 
cember 168 5, and ſucceeded his Half- Brother George -Frede- 
rick as Prince of Brandenburgh-Anſpach, in 1703. He mar- 
ried Chriſtiana - Charlotta, Daughter to Frederick-Charles, 
Duke of Wirtemburg, by whom he had Charles- Wilham« 
Frederick, born May 12, 1712; who ſucceeding his Father on 
the 7thof June 1723, is the preſent Prince of Brandenburgh- 
Anſpach, and married the Princeſs Frederica-Louiſa, 2d 
Daughter to the late King of Pruſſia, in the Year 1730. 

Wilhelmina-Charlotta, or Caroline, before-mentioncd, was 
born on the 1ſt of March, 1682-3, and educated at the 
Court of Berlin, under the Care of Sophia-Charlotta, Queen 
of Pruſſia, (Siſter to George I. King of Great Britain, and 
Mother of the late King of Pruſſia.) She made early Im- 
provements in all uſeful Knowledge, and for her great Beauty, 
Wit, and Virtue, ſhe was courted by the Houſe of Auſtria, 
ꝛo be the Wife of Charles then King of Spain, and late Em- 
peror of Germany; but ſhe refuſed that Honour, becauſe ſhe 
would not turn Roman Catholick, but ſteadily adhered to the 
Proteſtant Reformed Religion, Her Virtue was ſoon re- 
warded, by being married on the 2d of September 1705, to 
George-Auguſtus, Electoral Prince of Brunſwick-Lunen- 
bureh, now King of Great-Britain, She ſhared with him in 
hi: growing Honours, and was happy at Hanover in the inti- 
mate Converſation of her Grandmother-in-Law the Princeſs 
Sophia, ſaid to be the wiſeſt Princeſs in Europe. She lived 
like her Father, the Delight of her Subjects, till ſhe died 
juſtly lamented, on Sunday about 11 at Night, 20 Nov. 1737. 

Queen Caroline's fine Character can hardly be diſplay' d by 
the beſt Orators, being, in every Station of her Life, a moſt 


illuſtrious Pattern, as a Wife, a _— a Mother, a Friend, 


and a Chriſtian ; was courteous, affable, and beneficent ; ſhe 
died reſigned to the Will of God, under the ſevereſt Iline(s, 
well employ'd to the laſt in Acts of Devotion, and in Proofs 
of Affection to the King and her Children, of Zeal for the 
Welfare of the Publick, and Tenderneſs to her Servants.

On Tueſday, December 3, 1728, his Royal Highneſs land- 
ed at Harwich, being the firſt time of his coming to England, 


u the next Day arrived at St. James's, London 3 where, on 
the 18th of the ſame Month, he was appointed one of his 


Majeſty's Privy Council, and elected a Fellow of the Royal 


Society. | 

On the gth of January, 1728-9, he was created Prince of 
Wales, and Earl of Cheſter, by which Titles he was ſummo- 
ned to Parliament the next Day; and on the 18th of June, 
1729, was ſworn Chancellor of the Univerſity of Dublin, 

On the 27th of April, 1736, his Royal Highneſs was mar- 
ned by the Lord Biſhop of London, at St. James's Chapel, to 
her Royal Highneſs Auguſta, a Princeſs of Saxe-Gotha, born 
November 19, 1719, by whom he had a Daughter of the 
fame Name, born at St. James's, on the 31 of July, 1737. 
George-Willam-Frederick, eldeſt Son, born on the 24th of 
May, 1738. Edward- Auguſtus, ſecond Son, born March 
14, 1738-9. Elizabeth-Carolina, ſecond Daughter, born 
December 30, 1740. William- Henry, third Son, born No- 
rember 14, 1743. | 

Note, The Iſle of Rothfay, which took its Name from 
Rothſay, who firſt brought the Scots from Ireland, is in the 
Weſt of Scotland, and is now called the Shire of Bute, near 
which is the Barony of Renfrew, and the County of Car- 
reck. 

All Potentates highly advance in the Eyes of their Sub- 
jects their Heir Apparent, and confer upon him very high 
and eminent Titles cf Honour. The Heir of the Romans 
was called Cæſar, the Princeps Juventutis, as the Principal 
of all their Hopes in their Poſterity. The Heir of the 
French Nation is honoured with the Name of Dauphin, &e. 
and in like manner, the Heir to the Crown of England hav 
the Title of Prince of Wales. Next to his Father, he is 
Chief in the Realm, and by Courſe of the Civil Law, is to 
ht at his Right Hand in all folemn Aſſemblies of State and 
| 3 and it was ſettled by the Houſe of Peers, 

30, 1660, that the Seat of the Prince of Wales in that 

Houſe, ſhould be on the right Hand of the State ; but he has

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no kingly Prerogative by the Laws of Britain, in the Life of 
his Father. * 

Lhewelyn, the laſt Welch Prince of the Britiſh Race, 
refuſing (Anno 1272) to come to the Coronation of King 
Edward I. of England, as alſo to his Parliament, the ſaid 
Edward I. (Wales having ever ſtruggled for Liberty and the 
Rule of a native Governour) grounded a Quarrel upon this 
Occaſion, and marching againt the ſaid Lhewelyn with a 
powerful Army, beſides the Fine of Fo, cool. Sterling, and 
Payment cf 10g l. per Annum for what he held, which 
was only for his Life, he forced }im to accept a Peace up- 
on ſuch Conditions that made his Principality differ but little 
from the Tenure of a Subject: But this Lhewelyn's haughty 
Spirit could not brook long ; for within three Years, that 
Prince, together with his Brother David, (cn whom the 
King, bef:drs many other Gracts, had conierred the Ho- 
nour of Knighthecd) made 2 Revolt, and thereupon ſent a 
Roll cf their Grievances (as the Caute thereof) to the 
Archtiſhop of Canterbury, who endeavoured to perſuade them 
to a Submiſſion, but could not prevail; ſo ſtrong was the 
Conceit of a Prophecy of Merlin (that Labyrinth of Error) 
that Lhewelyn ſhould cne Day paſſeſs the Diadem of Brute. 
The King therefore matched from the Devizes, in the 
County of Wilts, with a large Army aęainſt Lhewelyn, 
and flew him in Pattle ; and li. Head bing cut off by a 
private So'dier, end preterted to the King, he cauſed it 
to be 1gnominiouſly crowned with Ivy, and placed upon the 
Tower 0: Loncon: Ard David his Bother, being afrerwards 
taken, was drown at an Forſe's Jail through the Streets of 
Sbrewsbury, and then bekezded, lis four Quarters being 
ſet up at the Cities of Yerk, Eriſtol, Wincheſter, and Town 
of Northampton, and his Head ſet up by his Bruther's, This 
was the- firſt Execution of this Natuze in Er gland, of a 
I r:nce's Sen, «x any Nobleman. | 


King Edward having thus reduced Wales, united it to 


the Crown of Eigl-ni ; but perceiving the Welch unealy 
under the Rule of Stiangers, he ſent Lleinur bis Queen to 
Caernarvon Caſtle in Nerth Wales, where, on the 25th 
of April, 1284, ſhe was delivered of a Son (which was the 
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youngeſt of four, of that King and Queen, but the only one 
that ſurvives) and then the King calling together the Ba- 
rons of Wales, demanded if they would be content to ſub- 
je themſelves to one of their own Natives, that could 
not ſpeak a Word of Engliſh, and againſt whoſe Life they 
could take no juſt Exception ; to which they readily con- 
ſented, and having ſworn to yield Obedience, he nominated 
this new-born Son, who in his Charter the 24th of March 
1305, the 33d Year of his Reign, he ſtiled Prince of Wales, 
being the firſt of the Sons and Heirs apparent of the Kings 
of England, that bear that Title ; and the King likewiſe 
beſtow'd on bim, all the Lands, Honours, and Revenues 
belonging to the ſaid Principality; fince which Time, the 
eldeſt Son and Heir apparent of the King of England, has 
been ftiled Prince of Wales. — 

King Edward III. by his Charter, dated the 18th of May 


1332, the 6th of his Reign, granted to Edward his eldeſt 


Son, ſurnamed the Black Prince, the County of Cheſter, as 
alſo that Caſtle, and the Caſtle of Flint, with many other 
Places and Lands in England, from whence-forward he had 
the Title of Earl of Cheſter added to his Stile, For John 
ſurnamed Scot, (Son ef David Earl of Huntingdon, who was 
younger Brother to William called the Lion, King of Scot- 
land, obtaining it in Right of his Mother, who was Maud, 
eldeſt Siſter and Coheir of Ranulf, ſurnamed Blundevile, 
the 6th Earl thereof) marrying Helena, Daughter to Lhew- 
elyn Prince of Wales; and dying without Iſſue, King 
Henry III. in 1239, the 23d Year of his Reign, in re- 
gard that many Regal Prerogatives belonged to this Earl- 
dom, gave the four Sifters of the faid John le Scot, which 
were Margaret, label, Maud, and Eva, other Lands in- 
ſtead of it ; and in the 31ſt of his Reign, Anno 1247, by 
Letters Patent, annexed it to the Crown for ever, and made 
his eldeſt Sen, Prince Edward, Earl thereof. 

By another Charter, dated the 17th of March 1336-7, 
the 11th of Edward III. he was in the Parliament held at 
Weſtminſter, created Duke of Cornwall, and inveſted by the 
Sword only, this being the firſt Precedent for the Creation 
of a Duke in England ; and from this Prince _— the 
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Dukcdom Cornwall hith ever fince ſſept in the Crown:

cut any Creation. 
In the Parliament held at Pomfret, Anno 1342, the 16th 
of Edward III. the above mentioned Black Prince was 


created Prince of Wales by Letters Patent, dated the 18h 


of March the ſ-me Year ; as alſo created Earl of Cheſter 
and Fiint, and was inveſted in the Principality of Wales, 
with theſe Enſigns of Honour, viz. A Chaplet of Cold, 
made in Manner of a Garland, a Gold Ring, and a Verge, 
Rod, cr Scepter of Silver: And for the better Support of 
bis Eſtate as Prince of Wales, granted him ſeveral Lands, 
particularly envmerated in a Writ, to bs delivered to this 
Prince, or his Attorney, with this Dignity. 

In the 16th Year of his Age, the Black Prince entering 
upon the Stage of War, accompanied the King his Father 
into France, where, at his Landing, he receiv'd tae Hunour 
6 Knighthood from that martial King's Hards ; and at 
the Battle of Cretly, (which was fought on the 26th of 
Auguſt 1346, the 20th of Edward III.) l:ading the Van- 
Guard, he there flew John of Luxemburgh, King of Bo- 
hemia, and then deplum'd his Ca que of thuſe Oſtrich Fea- 
there, which in Memory uf this Victory became his Cag- 
nilence ; ſemetimes uſing one Feather, ſometimes thee, 
(3s appexieth by his Seals and on his Tomb) with Scrolls 
containing this Motto, Ich Dien, which in th- German or 
vid Saxen Language ſignifies, I ſerve; alluding to the 


Words of the Apoſtle, that the Heir, whilſt he is a Child, 


differeth nothing from a Servant. And theſe Feathers and 
Motto have been ever Fnce borne by our Princes of Wales, 
Heirs apparent to the Kings of this Realm, with the Ad- 


dition {by the more modern Kings) of a Coronet, and by the 


Vulgar are call'd the Prince's Arms; tho' the ancient Arm 
of the Princes of Wales (whilſt they were Sovereigns) were 
Quarterly, Gules and Or, four Lions paſſant-guardant 
counterchang'd : But now the Arms of that Prince differ 
from thoſe of the King, only by the Addition of a ls 
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of three Points, Luna, in Chief, and the Omiſſion of 
Charlemaine's Crown borne in Surtout in the laſt Quarter, 
the ſaid Eſcutcheon Surtout being cartied uncharg'd by the 
preſene Prince, to expreſs his being Heir apparent to the 
Office of Arch-Treaforer of the Roman Empire. 

After the Reſtoration of King Charles II. vie. on the 

gth of February 1660-61, it was order'd, that the Son and 
Heir apparcnt to the Crown of England, ſhouid uſe and 
bar a Golden Coronet of Croſſes pattee, and Fleurs de Lis, 
with the Addition of one Arch, and in the midſt a Ball 
and Croſs, in reſemblance of the Royal Diadem. 
At the ſame time it was alſo ordered, that the Duke of 
York, and all the immediate Sons and Brothers of the 
Kings or Queens of England, ſhould bear their Coronets 
compoſed of Croſſes pattee and Fleurs de Lis only; but that 
all their Sons reſpectively, having the Title of Dukes, 
ſhould bear their Corcnets compoſed of Crofles pattee and 
Strawberry Leaves, ſuch as are uſed in the Comp ſure of 
the Coronets of Dukes, who are not of the Royal Bluod, 

Since the Unicn of England and Scotland, An 1707, 
the Title of the Prince of Wales hath been Prince of Great 
Bri-ain (but he is fill generally ft:led Prince of Wales) as 
he is alſo Duke of Rothſay, and Seneſchal or Steward of 
Lcatland from the fiiſt Hour of his Birth, (as being the 
King's eldeſt Son) a Title given in the Year 1396, % Da- 
vid Stuart, Son to King Robert III. ſince which it has 
continued to the eldeſt Son of Scotland. 

At his Creation (as Prinee of Wales) he is preſented be- 
fire the King in his Surcoat, Cloak, and Mantle of Crim- 
ſon Velvet, and girt with a Belt of the ſame, when the 
King putteth a Cap of Crimſon Velvet indented and turned 
up wich Lrmine, and the Coronet above-mentioned on his 
Head, as a Token of Exincpality ; the King allo putteth 
into his Hand a Verge of Sold, the Emblem of Govern- 
ment, and a Ring of Geld on his Middie Finger, to inti- 
mate that he muſt be a Huſband to his Country, and a Fa- 
ther to her Children | 

To him is likewiſe given and granted Letters Patent, to 
bold the ſaid Principality to him and his Heirs, Kings of 

| England; 
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England; by which Words the Separation of this Pringi. 
paiity is for ever prohibited, His Mantle, which he weary 
at the Coronation, is doubled below the Elbow with Er- 
mine, ſpotted Diamond-ways ; but the Robe which he 
wears in Parliament, is adorn'd with five Bars or Guards of 
Erminc, ſet at an equal Diſtance one from the other, with 
a Gold Lace above cach Bar.

H IS auguſt Family being as ancient as it is illuſtrious, 


would ſwell our Compendium to an enormous Size, 
were we to trace it ab Origine; therefore we ſhall go no 
farther back than the preſent Prince's Great Grandmother 
Albertna, who was Daughter to K. William III's Grand- 
father Frederick- Henry. | | 
The ſaid Albertina, who was born April 9, 1634, and 
died May 26, 1697, was married May 2, 1652, to William 
Frederick, who (being born Auguſt the 7th, 1613) ſuc- 
teeded his unmarried Brother Henry-Caſimir Count of 
Naſſau Dietz in 1640, as Stadtholder of Friſeland ; but as 
he was blowing into a Piftol, to try if it was charg'd, it 
went off, and ſo wounded him, that he died in three Days, 
en the 13th of October 1664, leaving a Daughter and a 
Son ; the former, (viz. the Princeſs Amelia) who was 
torn in July 1654, and died the 16th of February 1695, 
was married the 28th of November 1690, to John Wil- 
lam Duke of Saxe Eiſenach. The Son, whoſe Name 
was Henry-Cafimir, from his Uncle, was born the 17th

S the I! luftrious Family cf her Roval Highneſs is now 
more nearly related than ever to the Royal Family, 
by her happy Mare with Frederick Prince of Wales, it 
will (no doubt) þe expected that ſome Account ſheuld be 
given of her Royal Highneſs's brave Anceſtors, who we 
find divid d into the Erneſtine and Albertine Branches of the 
Electe trol Houſe of Saxony; that Houſe to whoſe Protecti- 
on the Proteſtants of Europe are ſo fignally obliged for tlie 
Refcrmed Re'iz1on, | | 
Her Rcyal Highneſs being of the Erneſtine Line, the firſt 
of her Anceſtors that we ſhall take notice of, is Erneſt, the 
firſt Prince of the ſaid Line, who was her Royal High- 
nefs's Great Grandfather. | 1 
This was Prneſt III. ſurnamed the Pious, Son of Jol 
the 2d Duke of Weimar, who (ſays Schouartus) excell'd all 
the Princes that ever lived, in Probity, Religion, Pru- 
dence, Policy, Induſtry, and Oeconomy : So that the 
Divine Promiſe was fulfill'd in him, Seek firft the Kr gdem 
ed and the Righrecuſmeſs thereof, and all other Thinss 
fall be added. This Prince was born upon Chriftmas- 
Day, 1601, and was at the Battle of Lutzen in 1641, 
with Guſtavus Adolphus; as was alſo his 11th Brother, 
Bernard (commonly ealled, the Brave Duke of Weimar) 
one of the greateſt Generals of that Age, and to whofe 
Vel-ur (after the Death cf Guftavus, who fell in that 
Battle) the Victory was chiefly attributed. After this, 
Erneſt and his Brother William agreed to divide the Eftate, 
wher:by Gotha fell to the Share of Erneſt. In 1660, he 
- obtained 
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obtained a great Part of the County of Henneberg, ang 
upon the Death of his Brother Frederick-William in 1672, 
inherited Altenburg and Coburg. He rebuilt the Caſtle of 
Gotha, and died March 26, 1675, aged 74, having had 
18 Children, by his Wife Elizabeth-Sophia, (Daughter of 
John-Philip Duke of S:xe-Altenburg) who died the 20th 
of De-embezr 1680, aged 61. His Son and Succeſſor, and 
the oldeſt Duke of Saxe-Gotha within the Memory of this 
Generation, was | 

Frederick I. born the 15th of July 1646, had two 
Wires: By the firſt, who was Magdalen Sibylla, to whom 
he was married the 14th of November, 1669, and who 
died the 7th of Januzry 1681, he had a numerous Iſſue: 
But his ſecond Wife, who was Chriſtina, Daughter of 
Frederick VI. Markgrave of Baden Dourlach, (the Widow 
of Albert Markgrave of BrandenLurgh+- Anſpach, Grandfa- 
ther to the lite Queen Caroline) and to whom he was 
married the 14th of Auguſt 1631, died at Altenburg,

hiver'd it to the King, who returned it again to be read aloud; 


and at the Word Inveſtimus, the King put the Mamle 
the Perſon who was to be made a Duke ; and at the 
ords Gladio Cinfturamus, girt him with a Sword; and 
at Coppe & Circuli Aurei impofitionem, the King in like 
manner put upon his Head, the Cap with the Coronet; and 
at theſe Words, Virge Aurez traditionem, the King gave 
the Rod or Verge of Gold into his Hand. Then was the 
reſt of the Patent read, wherein he pronounc'd him Duke, 
after which the King gave the Patent to the Duke ; but 
much of the Ceremony that was formerly uſed in Creation 
of Duke, is now omitted. |

Of the Daught:rs, Margaret was married to Sir Tho- 
mas Arundel, Kt. [Grandfather to Thomas, the 1 Lord 
Arundel of Wardour) Catharine was Queen of England, 
being 5th Wife of Henry VIII. Mary was married to 
Eemund Trafford, Eſq; Joyce, to Joha Stanney, Eſq; 
and Iſabel, to B:ynton, Eq; and of the Sons, which 
were Henry, George, and Charles, the eldeſt died young, 
the 2d was knighted in Scotland, by Edward Seymour, 
Duke of Somerſet, the 1ſt of Edward VI. and the youngeſt, 
who was alſo a Knight, was lain in France: and all died 
without Iſſue. 

Edward the 2d Son of Thomas Duke of Norfolk, and 
Elizabeth Tilney, his tirſt Wife, was a Perſon of the greateſt 
Account of his 1 ime, and was Knight of the Garter. 

In the 7th cf Hemy VII. he wes in the Expedition made 
Into Flanders, in b*half of Maximilian the Emperor: In 
the 3ſt of Henry VIII. he was made Standard-Beater to 
that King, as in\the 4th of his Reign, he was conſtituted 
Lord Eigh Admiral of England, at which time he con-

Having done with theſe younger Branches, I now 
ceed with Thomas, eldeſt Son of Thomas Duke of Nor. 
folk, by the ſaid Elizabeth Tilney his 1ſt Wife, which 
Thomas, in his Father's Life-time, commanded in one of 
the Ships that chaſed, fought with, and took the Scottifh 
Pirate, Sir Andrew Barton, under his young*r Brother, 
Edward Lord Admiral; and accompanying the Marquik of 
Dorſet into Spain, in aid of the Emperor Ferdinand, againk 
the French, and the ſaid Marquiſs falling ſick, he had the 
Command of the Engliſh Army. 


In the 5th of Henry VIII. upon the Death of the Loi | 


Edward his Brother, being then Knight of the Garter, lu 
was conſtituted Lord Admiral in his\ſtead ; in which Con- 


mand, he fo ſcoured the Seas, that none of the French | 


Ships durſt venture forth, 

Upon the Invaſion of King James IV. of Scotland, be 
landed a Veterane Troop of 5000 Men, and joined his Fe- 
ther, the Earl of Surry, then Ceneral of the Engliſh Army; 
and ſent a Meſſage to that King, to juſtify Sir Andrew 
Barton's Death. | | 

Alſo at the Battle of Flodden-Field, with his younger 
Brother Sir Edmund, he commanded the Van-Guard, 
where he behav'd himſelf with exceeding Gallantry ; and 
ſeeing his ſaid Brother in diſtreſs, came with Sir Edward 
Stanley to hig Succour, In conſideration of which great 
Services, he in the ſaid 5th of Henry VIII. was created 
Earl of Surry ; and upon a Diſpute in Parliament concern» 


ing his Place there, it was declared, that he ſhould fitac- 


cording to his Creation, and not as a Duke's eldeſt Son. 

In the 12th of Henry VIII. he was conſtituted Lord De- 
puty of Ireland, where he ſuppreſs'd the Irruptions of the 
O-Neals and O-Corols; afterwards he performed = 
Ggnal Services in France, and was conſtituted gh 
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Fresſurer of England, and made General of the King's. 
whole Army, defign'd to march againſt the Scots ; and all- 
n his Father's Life-time. | 

Upon his Father's Death, Anno 1524, he was again 
made General of the Army, at that time raiſed to advance 
into Scotland, in order to ſet the young King free, whom 
the Duke of Albany kept at Sterling; and afterwards at- 
tended King Henry into France. | 

He was likewife ſent Embaſſador to the King of France, 
to attend him to Nice, and commune with the Pope on his 
&lay, touching King Henry's Divorce from Queen Catha- 
tine; and in the 15th of Henry VIII. he was appointed 
Earl-Marſhal of England, and Vice-Roy of Ireland, and 
was Knight of the Garter. 

In the 18th of Henry VIII. he marched to the Aſſiſ- 
tance of the Earl of Shrewſbury, towards ſuppreſſing that 
memorable Inſurrection in Yorkſhire, call'd the Pilgri- 
mage of Grace: but after all theſe great Services and ho- 


 nourable Charges, by the inſinuating Perſuafions of ſome 


of the Nobility, who bore him no Good will, the King 
was ſo far miſled and incens'd againſt him, that he not 
only commanded him Priſoner to the Tower, but gave Or- 
ders for ſeizing his Goods, and gave Notice to his Embaſ- 
fadors abroad, that he and his Son had conſpired to take 
vpon them the Government during his Life, and after his 
Death, to get the Prince into their hands; for which, be- 
ing both attainted in Parliament, his Son loſt his Head, 
and the Duke had far'd but little better, had not 'the Death 
of the King prevented it. And ſo implacable was the Ma- 
lice of bis Enemies, that though a Pardon was given by 
Proclamation, at the beginning of Edward VFs Reign, 
to all Perſons for what Crimes ſoever ; yet was he, with 
five others, particularly excepted, and continued Priſoner 
till diſcharged by Queen Mary, Anno 1553. 

He married to his firſt Wife, Anne, Daughter to King 
Edward IV. by whom he had a Son named Thomas, who 
tied young 3 and by his ſecond Wife, Elizabeth, Daughter 
to Edward Duke of Buckingham, he had two Sons, Henry

mcur, Earl of Hertford ; and laſtly, to Lodowick Stuart, 
Duke of Lenox. By his zd, he had one Son called Charley 
Lyte, alias Howard; and by his firſt, having four Song, 
Henry, Thomas, Francis, and Giles, and a Daughter 
named Grace, the ſaid Daughter was married to John 
Horſey, Eſq; and cf the Sens, the eldeſt, in 1582, ſue- 
ceeded him in the Title of Viſcount Bindon ; but he died 
without Iſſue, as did Thomas his Brother and Heir, who 
was alſo Knight of the Garter, and his other Brothers be-

He was one of the Privy Council to King James I. by 
whem he was created Lord Howard of Marnhill in the 
County of Durſet, and Far! of Northampton; and wa 
alſo by that King made Lord Privy Seal, Warden of the 
Cinque Ports, Knight of the Garter, and Chancellor of the 
the Univerſity of Cambridge, where (in King's a 
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he had his Education, and afterwards founded and endowed 


no Jeſs than three Hoſpitals, viz. 


One for 12 poor Women, and a Governor, at Riſing in 
Norfolk ; another for 12 poor Men, and a Governor, at 
Chan in Shropſhire ; and the 3d at Greenwich in Kent, for 
1 Governor and 20 poor Men, of whom, eight are to be 
choſen out of Shotſham in Norfolk, his Birth - place. 
This Earl, who was faid to be the moſt learned am 
the Nobility, and the moſt noble among the Learned, 
unmarried on the 1 5th of June 1624, and was buried in an 
ancient Chapel in the Caſtle at Dover. 
Having done with this Collateral Branch, I now return ts 
Thomas the elder Brother of Henry Earl of Northampton ; 
which Thomas, upon the Depth of his Grandfather Tho- 
mas Duke of Norfolk, ſucceeded him in his Honour and 
Eftate, the Act of his Grandfather's Attainder being re- 
pealed, Anno 1553, the 1ſt of Queen Mary, as beforg- 
mention'd ; and in the 2d Year of that Queen he was ſent 
againſt the Inſurrection headed by Sir Thomas Wiat.

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Which Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, born at Leke afo.

Serjeant at Law, ſune the Sth, 1705, he was the fame Day 
appointed the Queen's Serjeant, and knighted. In 1719 he 
was appointed Lord Chief ſuſtice of the King's Bench, and 
upon her Derniſe, Aug. 1.

Elisabeth; and in 1593, the 35th of her Reign, was 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons. 

He was afterwards Attorney General to that Queen, as 
alſo to her Succeſſor King James I. and by him was made 
Lord Chief Juſtice of both Benches ſucceſſively, in which 
he was a juſt and an exemplary Judge. 

He was likewiſe one of the Privy Council to that King, 
and Anne his Queen, and Chief Juſtice in Eyre of all her 
Foreſts, Chaces, Parks, &c. and was alſo Recorder of the 
City of Coventry, and High Steward of the Univerſi ty of 
C.mbridge, and by King James was knighted. | 

He was a Perſon of admirable Parts, excellent in all L-arn- 
ing, and eſpecially in the Krowledge and Practice of the 
Municipal Laws of this Kingdom, having a deep Judgmen:, 
faitbſul Memory, and active Fancy; and the Jewel of 
bis Mind was put in a fair Caſe, a beautiful Body, with a 
comely Countenance. | | 

He was a famous Pleader, and a ſound Counſellor ; for 
none ever applied himſolt cloſer io the Study of the common 
Law, nor ever under ſlood it better, of which he convinced 
England by his excellent Ad miniſtration for many Years to- 
gether, Whilſt Attorney-General, and by ex+-cuting the 
Office of Lord Chief Juſtice, with great Wiſdom and ru- 
dence : Nor did he give lefs Proof of his Abilitics in bs ex- 
cellent Reports and Commentaries on our Law, whereby be 
hath highly obliged both his cwn Age and Poſterity. 

For three Things he weuld give God ſolemn Thanks, that 
he never gave his Body to Phyſick, his Heart to Cruelty, 
nor hie Hand to Corruption. | 

In three Things he much applauded his own Succeſs ; in 
his fair Fortune of 30,000 l. with his Wife, in his happy 
Study of the Laws, and in his free coming by all his Offices, 
Nec prece, nec pretio, Neither begging nor bribing for 
Preferment. 

He always declined Circumlocutions, and commended Mo- 
deration ; ſaying, if a River ſwelled beyond its Baaks, it 
Joſeth its own Channel, | ie 
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If an adverſe Party crofs'd him, he would patiently re- 
P'y, If another puniſh me, I will not puniſh myſelf. 

He would never privately retract what he had publickly 
aqhudged ; profeſſing, that he was Judge in a Cuurt, not in 
a Chamber. 

He was wont to ſay, Thatno wiſe Man ſhould do that 
in Proſperity, whereof he wou'd repent in Adverſity. 

He gave for his Motto, Prudens qui patiens, and his 
PraQtice- was accordingly. | 

In his private Life he triumph'd in his own Innocence, 
that he hid done nothing illegally, calling to mind the 
Motto which he gave in his Rings when made Serjeant, Lex 
eſt tutiſſima Caſſis, The Law is the ſafeſt Helmet. And 
now he had Leiſure to peruſe 30 Books, written with his 
own Hand, pleaſing himſelf the moſt with a Manual, which 
he called his Vade Mecum, containing the Remarkables of 
his Life: His moſt I-arned and laborious Works in the Laws, 
will laſt to be admired by his judicious Poſterity, to the 
End of Time. | 

He conſtantly had Prayers in his own Houſe, and relieved 
the Poor with his conſtant Alms. | 
The Foundation of the Charter-houſe had been ruinet 
before it was raiſcd, and cruſhed by ſome Courtiers in the 
Beginning, had not his great Care preſ-rved it. The Free- 
Schsqol at Thetford was ſupported by his Aſſiſtance; and he 

founded a School at his own Coſt at Godwick in Norfolk. 
Dr. Whitgift (afterwards Archbiſhop of Canterbury) was his 
Tutor, who ſent him, when he was the Queen's Attorney, 
a New Teſtament, with this Mcfſige: He hid ſtudied 
Common Law enough, let him hereafter ſtu y the Law of 
God. | | 

He died on the 3d of September, 1643, at Stoke-Poges, 
in the County of Berks, in the 83d Year of his Age, de- 
voutly refigning his laſt Breath with theſe Words, Thy 
Kingdom come | Thy Will be done! And was buried in 
Titles- Hall Church in the County of Norfolk.
